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Matthew 28:18-20. “All power is 
given unto me in heaven and in earth. 
Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost: Teaching them to observe 
all things whatsoever I have commanded 
you: and, lo, I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world. Amen.” 


For a number of years the world has 
carried the burden of war. Our young 
people have grown up in a world where 
two of the most common words have 
been depression and war. But the time 
comes when the world wearies of war; 
nations become poor and even bank- 
rupt through prolonged military activ- 
ities. Today the world’s millions are 
looking forward to the cessation of hos- 
tilities. Plans for the post-war world 
are in evidence in all our newspapers, 
our magazines, and books. Men are 
_ making plans for the world of tomorrow 
when the war of today is a matter of 
unpleasant history. These plans for a 
post-war world are not only taking shape 
in the minds of the world’s statesmen, 
but every John Doe and every Mary 
Doe on every Main Street in America 
is making plans for the future when 
the war ends. 


It is a well-recognized fact that in 
the history of the world through the 
long slow march of the centuries times 
of war alternate with times of peace. 
History repeats itself. It is the hope of 
world planners to outlaw war and make 
peace permanent. The careful student 
of the Word of God knows, however, 
that there will never be permanent 
peace until the Prince of Peace comes 
to take control and to set up His king- 
dom upon the earth. The Scriptures 


plainly teach that there will be wars 
and rumors of war until the end of 
the age. However, while this is true, 
we must not lose sight of the fact that 
there are these alternating periods of 
peace. IF JESUS TARRIES we shall 
once again witness a return to a world 
wherein hostilities have ceased. How 
long the period of peace shall be we have 
no way of knowing. It is a fact, how- 
ever, that so far as our country is con- 
cerned, we had a period of twenty- 
three years during which we were not 
engaged in armed conflict. This was the 
time which elapsed between the Armis- 
tice of 1918 and Pearl Harbor of 1941. 
When once again we have ended our 
battles the ensuing period of peace will 
be a period of great opportunity—perhaps 
the greatest opportunity for world evan- 
gelism the church has had for a very 
long time. Some are saying that it may 
be the opportunity for the last ingather- 
ing of precious souls before Jesus Christ 
returns. It could very well be so. 


We are not forgetful nor unmindful 
of the problems which will arise with 
the close of the war. The problems of 
the peace will doubtless be as great if 
not greater than many of the problems 
of the war. But we believe that a tem- 
porary period of peace will be success- 
fully effected and that period will be our 
great opportunity. 


Let us look at some of the objectives 
of the Allied nations which will tend 
to make this period of opportunity pos- 
sible. It is the purpose of the Allies 
to guarantee to man certain inalienable 
rights which include such fundamen- 
tal freedoms as freedom of speech and 
freedom of religion. It is the purpose 
of the Allies to actively particpate in 


the rehabilitation of devastated nations, 
arranging for such relief measures as 
food and clothing and other forms of — 
aid. It is the purpose of the Allies to 
assist in the establishment of trustworthy 
governments in the defeated countries 
which will maintain at least some degree 
of law and order. 

But the Church of Jesus Christ pro- 
poses to have a definite part in the re- 
construction of the post-war world also. 
Leaders of Christian thought propose 
to restore ruined churches and other 
buildings used for Christian service. It 
is proposed to replenish the financial re- 
sources of churches and Christian move- 
ments whose funds have been confis- 
cated. It is their purpose to enable Chris- 
tian institutions of mercy such as those 
that care for the sick, the poor, the or- 
phans, and the aged, to enlarge their 
work in view of the greatly increased 
needs for physical relief. Christian youth 
organizations which have been disor- 
ganized by the war will be restored to 
full activity. A new supply of pastors, 
evangelists, teachers, and missionaries 
will be needed and will be provided. A 
greatly increased amount of Christian 
literature will be published in order to 
propagate more effectively the gospel 
of Jesus Christ among the nations. Mis- 
sionary fervor, giving, and_ personnel 
will be increased in order to take up the 
work not only in those countries where 
it has had to be abandoned on account 
of the war, but in fields hitherto un- 
touched. 

Let us take a look at the world of 
today. We are living in great days 
scientifically. We are living in the days 
of two-way private radios; television will 
soon enter our homes; packaged houses 
are at hand; autogiros, already in use, 


will become ordinary. But why name 
more? Suffice it so say that this world 
will progress scientifically very rapidly 
when the inventive genius of highly 
trained and skilled technicians is once 
again turned into the pursuits of peace. 
The point is just this—the Church of Je- 
sus Christ benefits through the march of 
science and invention, for she makes 
use of these products for the more ef- 
fective preaching of the gospel. The use 
of the radio and of loudspeaker systems 
are illustrations of this fact. 


But let us have a look at some of the 
industrial developments in fields which 
we have long regarded as fertile soil 
for missionary endeavors. Brazil is ac- 
quiring a steel industry. Latin America 
is industrializing. China has moved, re- 
built, and even expanded her industry. 
India has climbed to eighth place among 
the industrial powers of the world. All 
of this speaks of civilizing influences and 
consequent opportunities for Christian 
work in these countries. 


Then there are new frontiers which 
are being opened. In Australia, Canada 
and South American government com- 
missions are laying plans for the im- 
migration of millions of new settlers. 
It is said that fifteen thousand workers 
have moved into the Amazon country. 
Engineers are busy exploring a new 
water route in South America which 
will greatly aid in the opening up and 
development of many hundreds of thou- 
sands of square miles of territory. We 
are told that in August of this year 
an expedition of one hundred men 
shoved off from Sao Paulo, the Chicago 
of South America, to explore an un- 
charted piece of earth and to open for 
colonization a part of Brazil which is 
half again the size of the state of Texas. 
The Alcan Highway, 1,671 miles long, 
to Alaska is an object of mutal interest 
and_ discussion — be- 
tween the United 
States and Canada. 
Both Countries are 
discussing the joint 
development of this 
newly opened terri- 
tory. Wherever man is 
found — whether in 
heathen darkness or 
in newly opened 
frontiers—there must the gospel be 
preached.

The military roads of today in China, 
India, Burma, Africa, and other coun- 
tries will be the highways for the feet 
of those who publish the gospel of 
the Lord Jesus Christ tomorrow. 


The field of aviation holds great 
promise for the acceleration of the work 
of the gospel in the post-war world. Avia- 
tion is shrinking the world. It is making 
neighbors of far-away peoples. One of 
the facts of history is that when com- 
munication and transportation are quick- 
ened, civilization itself is affected. It 
is reported that Civil Aeronautics Board 
at Washington has been deluged with 
airline route applications for the post- 
war world. It is said that ‘Northeast 
Airlines wants to fly passengers, mail, 
and express freight over 22,866 route 
miles between Boston, Moscow, and at 
least nine other European cities. “Bos- 
ton to Moscow in 18 hours at fares no 
greater than third-class _ transatlantic 
steamship fare.” During the month of 
August Northwest Airlines applied for a 
permit to inaugurate service to Tokyo 
as soon as the war is over. New routes 
are being opened. It is said that by the 
end of 1943 Hal George’s Air ‘Transport 
Command will be ten times as_ big 
as the combined airlines of the world be- 
fore the war. We are told that there 
are planes now going into production 
which will be able to cruise 10,000 miles 
without a stop. When this takes place 
one will be able to hop from the heart 
of one continent to deep within the 
heart of another continent without stop; 
the routes wil! then be across the top 
of the world instead of around it, be- 
cause of the shorter distance. 


An advertisement recently appeared 
in a number of our magazines which 
gave us some startling facts regarding 
air travel. The Consolidated Vultee 
Aircraft Co. stated that the Soviet work- 
er in Siberia is only 28 hours flying time 
from the Washington, D.C., airport. It 
is only 37 hours flying time to Chung- 
king, China, from Kansas City. Calcut- 
ta, India, is 41 hours flying time from 
Times Square, N.Y. The Alaska Eskimo 
who lives near Fairbanks is only 13 
hours from the Chicago airport. It is 
just 23 hours flying time from Boston 
to Sao Palo, Brazil. The Fiji Islander 
who lives on an atoll in the Pacific is 
just 34 flying hours removed from Den- 
ver. And even far-off Brisbane, is only 


35 hours from San Francisco. The state- 
ment is made that, “No man on earth 
lives more than 60 hours from your 
local airport.” 

In the month of August 80 companies 
and individuals, including 17 already 
established air lines, plotted 350,000 
miles of new foreign and domestic serv- 
ices. Think of what this will mean 
to the missionaries of the post-war world. 
It will mean a tremendous saving of 
time. Think of it, a trip of hours instead 
of a long, tiring, tedious trip of many 
weeks, and in some cases, months! 
It will mean easier accesssibility to the 
field of service, making it possible to 
do. a greater amount of work in a given 
amount of time. It will make it possible 
for the missionary to reach tribes and 
peoples that he might not otherwise 
reach. 


Ernie Pyle, the well-known columnist, 


has recently stated that the air lines - 


which are criss-crossing the continent 
of Africa today in military service will 
become the commercial air lanes of to- 
morrow. Even great, dark Africa is 
shrinking in size because of the develop- 
ment of air transportation. 

Truly, ours is. a shrinking world. 
Heathen peoples are today being brought 
into contact with civilization. Roads, as 
well as air lines are being developed,

We went to a little town in North 
Dakota (Hebron) for a series of re- 
vival services. We had traveled for two 
days and finally reached our destina- 
tion early in the morning. We hardly 
got settled when a few young people 
came to our apartment and invited us 
that night for a wiener roast. Although 
we didn’t sleep much for two nights 
we finally consented to go along. We 
started out about nine o'clock, and after 
traveling for quite awhile, the young 
people found an ideal spot on the bed 
of the river which was not wet but 
dry. We gathered dry sticks together 
and soon a great bonfire was blazing, 
lighting up our midnight. When we 
discovered that we had left the wieners, 
and the marshmallows, and the pop in 
the car, two young chaps volunteered 
to get the treats. We had left the cars 
quite a distance from where we were 
camping. As we sat around the fire- 
place and watched the fire die down, our 
two young men got lost because those 
smoking, smoldering sticks did not light 
up our location. When the boys found 
us, we wanted to revive the fire. We 
gathered new sticks, placed them on 
the smoldering sticks, and knelt around 
and began to blow into the sparks. It 
wasn’t long until the new sticks ig- 
nited, the fire was revived, and we 
had a great feast. 

Friends, we have had the fire of God 
burn in our midst in the past, but some- 
how, the fire that has been blazing sky- 


ward, illuminating the whole commun- 
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the glory of the Lord can no longer 
be seen in our midst. Now people are 
continuously coming to our services look- 
ing for a mighty Holy Ghost fire. I feel 
the need of the present hour is that all 
of us who have been filled with the Holy 
Ghost, with the fire of God, may join 
those that want the fire of God in their 
lives, and get on our knees together 
calling on God anew with a new longing. 
I believe that God in His loving-kindness 
will again send His mighty fire upon us, 
and in the Holy Ghost fire’s blazing in 
our midst, point the lost to God. 


Brethren, | LIKE FIRE IN MY RE- 
LIGION. I like to go to Pentecostal 
meetings, where people still shout and 
enjoy their salvation. The moment you 
begin to put a damper on the shout, on 
Pentecostal people, they will lose their 
shout, and lose their victory, and lose 
their experience. I don’t know what 
would ever have become of me if God 
hadn’t saved me and filled my heart with 
praises, with a real shout. When I prayed 
through, God put a shout on the inside; 
and by the grace of God I want to keep 
that shout in my heart until Gabriel 
blows the trumpet, and then with a 
mighty shout I am going to rise to meet 
my Savior. Glory to God! 

I like to see the power of God in the 
meetings. I would like to have seen the 
power of God upon Moses as God called 
him to deliver Israel out of bondage. 
With a strong arm Israel was delivered 
out of the land of Goshen, and marched 
toward the Red Sea. Suddenly the armies 
of Pharaoh pursued the Israelites, and 
the people were afraid. Why? Mountains 
on either side and the Red Sea before 
them, and the way of escape was cut off. 
What did Israel do? They stood still. 
This was no time to stand still and accept 
defeat, and God spoke to Moses and 
said: 

Don’t have the people stand still, 
command them that they go forward. 
And Moses stretched out the rod over 
the sea, the waves rolled back, and two 


million people walked dry-shod through 


the sea. Pharaoh thought that what Israel 
could do, he could do, too. But when 
they were in the midst of the sea, the 
waters rolled back and drowned the 
Egyptians. It was a mighty miracle God 
performed for His people. On the other 
side of the sea Israel realized the miracle 
that God performed, and there on the 
shores they held an old-fashioned Pente- ~ 
costal meeting. You remember how- 
Miriam got out a timbrel and danced 
and sang, the women were getting so 
blessed, they joined her with timbrel 
and in the dance, and they had an open- 
air Holy Ghost meeting. 


Pentecostal people always act like that, 
when they get blessed they want to 
shout. When a person is baptized with 
the Holy Ghost he feels so happy he 
wants to praise and shout and sing and 
laugh and clap his hands for joy, and 


sometimes the dance comes upon him. 


I feel the need of ministers and laity 
is a new touch of the power of God. 
What would our movement be today 
had it continued in the same power for 
the past 40 years? We are entering one 
of the darkest hours the world ever 
faced. More sin, more vice, more iniqui- 
ty, more hatred, more murder, and more 
attacks on the Bible and the old time 
religion are encountered today than in 
any other generation. The day has come 
when we must show our colors and be 
true to the Word of God, and be true to 
the Spirit of God, and be true to Jesus. 


I believe when a man is baptized with 
the Holy Spirit, he'll know it. Some 
people have taken the promise for a long 
time by faith and then have come around 
and asked: “Brother, have I got the 
Baptism?” I never heard a man who 
spoke for an hour and a half in other 
tongues ever come and ask me if he had 
the Baptism. He knows it. And when 
you get the Baptism, you will know it, 
and the rest of us will know it, too. 
When the Holy Ghost comes in He will 
manifest Himself as He did on the day 
of Pentecost. The people heard an awful 


excitement and they came running to- 
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gether, and when they saw the band of 
believers they began to mock them, and 
said, “those men are drunk.” But Peter 
got up and told the crowd: 

These are not drunken as ye suppose, 

I admit they act queer, 

[ admit they act quite peculiar, 

But these are not drunk as ye suppose, 

They are filled with the New Wine, 

And what you see and hear, is the 

infilling 

Written about in Joel, 

And it shall come to pass in the last 

Days says God, I will pour out of my 

Spirit upon all flesh. . . And your 

Sons and your daughters shall 

prophesy, 

And your old men shall dream dreams. 

These 120 received the mighty bap- 
tism of the Spirit. There are many saved, 
but they haven’t received the Baptism, 
and there are many who have been filled 
but haven’t felt the Spirit upon them for 
a long time, what the believer wants to 
know is: 

How Can I Be Fulfilled? How Can 
I Be Baptized? 

Many sincere people will tell you how 
they got their Baptism, and what they 
had to go through before they got it, and 
if you want the Baptism, says one altar 
worker, you must do just what I did. 
(One held arms up, another shook, etc., ) 
All that instruction is wrong. 

Let us do what the disciples did and 
we will get what the disciples had. There 
are multitudes who have sought the Bap- 
tism, and failed to receive. They have 
become discouraged and said, “I guess, 
after all, it isn’t for me.” But that’s con- 
trary to Scripture, for the promise is unto 
you. God’s promise to baptize with the 
Holy Ghost is for you. 

I want to give you some of God’s 
promises, I know they will encourage us 
anew to believe God for the Baptism. 

Jesus said in John 14:16—“T will pray 
the Father, and He shall give you an- 
other Comforter, that He may abide 
with you forever.” 

Again Jesus said in John 14:16—“Tt is 
expedient for you that I go away, for if 
I go not away, the Comforter will not 
come unto you, but if I depart, I will 
send him unto you.” 

John the Baptist said in Mark 1:8—“T 
indeed have baptized you with water, 
but he shall baptize you with the Holy 
Gost

And if you are one of these three 
classes I am sorry for you, because you 
won't get a blessing. I trust you don’t 
belong to any of these three classes. 


The Worldly Minded Won’t Get 
The Baptism 


Jesus said: “I will send Him, (the 
Spirit) upon you, but the world cannot 
receive him.” John 14:17. If you are 
worldly minded, you won't get anything. 
If you want the Baptism or if you want 
to be re-filled, you must sever every re- 
lation with the world. If you haven't re- 
ceived the Baptism perhaps you have 
still looked for pleasures in the world. I 
believe if we give God a chance He will 
show us His glory. 


Perhaps listening to the radio from 
morning to night is your besetting sin. 
You receive pleasure out of the enter- 
tainments, and the jazz, and other pro- 
grams. You are filled with all the worldly 
entertainment, and when you go to 
church at night, you sit in perfect misery. 
Why is the meeting so dry? ‘There isn’t 
any life here, there isn’t any power here, 
what we need is the power. Personally 
I don’t feel so dry, and I don’t think the 
meeting is dry. I can even feel the power 
of the Lord, but your spiritual strength 
has been sapped out of you through the 
radio at home. 


Perhaps you take pleasure in books, in 
magazines, in true stories, or love stories, 
I believe some folks are better acquainted 
with Sears Roebuck’s catalogue than 
they are with the Bible. Don’t feel so 
bad, I’m just helping you, I want you to 
get the Baptism. 


The Disobedient Will Not Receive 
The Baptism 


Peter said in Acts 5:12 “The Holy 
Ghost was given to them that obey Him.” 

We must be obedient to God if we 
want the Baptism. We must make a full 
surrender; our all must be on the altar. 


Those Who Aren’t Hungry Won’t

Lost Bomber Pilot Puts 
Faith in God 


Alone in a jungle in New Guinea, on 
a cloudy night, his back injured and his 
arm broken, without gun, knife, or flash- 
light, a man understands the meaning 
of “utter helplessness,” says Lieut. Albert‘ 
Durant Simmons, bomber pilot, who has 
just returned to the United States. 

“T had been the last to bail out when we 
had to abandon our plane. My parachute | 
caught in a tree, and I had to work myself. 
loose from it and drop to the ground, 
invisible in the darkness. I fell with a 
crash, straining my back and breaking my 
arm. I was in agony but unable to move. 


“I asked God to spare my crew and me 
from death in the jungle. It is difficult to 
explain the strength and confidence which | 
came to me. The conviction that God | 
would bring me through was as strong as 
my previous feeling that death was so near. 
I seemed to feel a Presence near. Soon the 
day began to dawn, and I was able to get 


up and walk. 


“For hours and hours I walked. Finally 
I found some water, and drank. The sun 
passed overhead, and began to get low 
in the west. Just before dark, a party 
of friendly natives met me. They made 
a litter and carried me to the squadron. 

“Some of the crew had returned be- 
fore me. Two were still unaccounted for, 
but within ten days they returned, and 
all of us were safe.

STUDIES IN DANIEL 


STUDY | 
A Preliminary Study 


This study is preliminary in its nature. 
In subsequent studies we shall take up 
in detail what in this study we shall 
simply allude to. There is no book in 
the whole Bible that is more neglected 
by some people than is this book, and 
yet it is one of the most interesting of 
all the books of the Bible, and at the 
same time is one of the most helpful. 
It has been the source of much consola- 
tion to multitudes of saints in times of 
great distress; and as the times in which 
we are living are times of much _per- 
plexity, and we appear to be nearing 
the end of the age when conditions will 
grow worse instead of better, it is im- 
portant that we have an understanding 
of its contents, and that we be thus 
armed for the conflict of the last days. 

_ Concerning the Book of Daniel, I 
make seven remarks, each of which it is 
important that we remember. 


I. It Is Genuine. 
What I mean is that it was written 


by the one by whom it purports to have 
been written. And if written by Daniel 
it must have been written long before 
many of the things spoken of in it took 
place. Someone has well said that 
“prophecy is pre-written history,” that 
is, it is history written before it becomes 
history. Many of the events that have 
taken place historically took place pro- 
phetically long before they took place 
historically. Notice, for instance, how 
Isaiah wrote some seven centuries be- 
fore the advent of our Lord, “Unto us 
a Child is born, unto us a Son is given” 
(Isa. 9:6). He did not write “shall be” 
—he wrote, “is.” It could be said that 
prophetically the birth of our Lord had 
taken place. And that which has taken 
place prophetically must necessarily take 
place historically. In due time Christ 
came, conceived by the Holy Ghost, 
and born of the Virgin Mary. “When 
the fulness of the time was come, God 
sent forth His Son, made of a woman, 


made under the law” (Gal. 4:4). There

have been those who would have us 
believe that Daniel did not write the 
book that bears his name for the reason 
that so much that has actually taken 
place during the centuries since Daniel 
lived and died is here recorded in minute 
detail; so these critics of the Bible have 
asserted that this book must have been 
written centuries later after what we 
believe is to be regarded as prophecy 
became history. Modernists quite gen- 
erally deny the genuineness of Daniel. 
They contend that since we find history 
here in such minute detail it could not 
possibly be prophecy rather than history. 

The first, and for seventeen centuries 
the only person to dispute the fact that 
Daniel was the author of this book, was 


Porphyry, a heathen philosopher of the’ 


third century, who grounded his objec- 
tion upon the exact correspondence be- 
tween the prophecies and actual history 
down to and including the time of Anti- 
ochus Epiphanes. It is certainly not to 
the credit of our modern critics that 
they have accepted the view of a heathen 
philosopher rather than what is evident 
was the view of our Lord Himslf when 
He was here in the flesh, for He spoke 
of “Daniel the prophet” (Matt. 24:15; 
Mark 13:14) and it is therefore certain 
that He must have regarded Daniel as 
the author of this book. This fact should 
settle the controversy for all time unless 
indeed there is a disposition to deny the 
authority of the Lord Jesus; and if His 
authority is to be denied we might well 
deny the authority of the entire Bible 
and of Christianity as well; and reach 
the conclusion which has been reached 
by the deist who asserts that God has 
not revealed Himself to men, and that 
all we know about Him is based upon 
conjecture or mere human reasonings, 
which means, of course, that in reality 
we know nothing at all. 

If this book is not genuine, if it is 
history rather than prophecy, if the 
events it purports to record prophetically 
took place historically before the book 
was written, it is unworthy of a place 


in the inspired canon of Scripture. But 
we believe it is genuine; the evidence 
that it is so is outstanding. 


Ii. It Is Authentic. 

When we say a book is authentic we 
mean that what is recorded in it is true. 
A book may be genuine and not au- 
thentic, or it may be authentic and not 
genuine. Or, a book may be wholly 
genuine and partly authentic, or partly 
genuine and wholly authentic. The 
novels, for instance, of Charles Dickens 
and Sir Walter Scott, and all other 
novelists who have attached their names 
to their writings, are genuine, but they 
are not authentic. However, it may be 
said that some of them are partially au- 
thentic; that is, they are founded in a 
measure upon facts, and in so far as 
they set forth facts they are authentic. 
In this book we find no fiction; the his- 
tory that is recorded is true history that 
has not in any sense of the word been 
colored by the prejudices, or rendered 
untrue by the lack of reliable informa- 
tion on the part of the historian. This 
can scarcely be said. of Gibbon, Motley, 
Ridpath, or any other mere secular his- 
torian. The writings of the great Jewish 
historian, Josephus, are very interesting 
and very important, but in a few in- 
stances it seems quite certain he was 
misinformed. 

In order that a book that contains his- 
tory may be absolutely dependable in 
every detail, and there may be no ques- 
tion whatsoever concerning its depend- 
ability, it is imperative that it be divinely 
inspired. And, since there can be no 
question concerning the divine inspira- 
tion of this portion of Scripture, there 
can be no question in the realm of de- 
vout scholarship concerning the depend- 
ability of both its history and its proph- 
ecy. The book is authentic. 

Tit. It Is Important. 

This is true whether we look at it 
from the historical or from the prophet- 
ical standpoint. The history is important 
and the prophecy is important. Of course

3. Freedom from unnecessary sick- 
ness and hunger. 

4. Freedom from strife between work- 
ers and businessmen, between farmers 
and businessmen, and between workers 
and farmers. 

5. Freedom from strife between races 
and creeds. 

6. Freedom from fear of bankrupt- 
cy caused by overproduction of neces- 
sary materials. 

7. Freedom for venture capital and 
for inventors of new ideas to expand 
production of needed goods without 
fear of repressive cartels, excessive taxa- 
tion, or excessive regulation.”

I believe there are many hymns which 
have been written by Christians who 
having gone through the deep waters 
of trial, or having had some sudden 
calamity happen to their lives, have 
written words which have literally 
burned in their hearts, and these words 
having later been put to music, have 
been the means of blessing thousands 
of people. Such, I believe is that old 
familiar Hymn “My Jesus, I Love 
Thee.” The author is unknown, but 
whoever he may have been he evident- 
ly had a great love for the Lord Jesus 
Christ. The first verse has always been 
precious to my heart. 

“My Jesus, I love Thee, I know 

Thou art mine, 

For Thee all the follies of sin I resign; 

My gracious Redeemer, my Saviour

If ever I loved Thee, my Jesus, ’tis 

now. 

It is a wonderful fact to know that 
Jesus is mine. Too many people who 
profess to be Christians do not know 
Jesus as their personal Saviour. One 
big denomination numbering millions 
of members teaches that one cannot 
know he is saved until after death. But 
I am glad that kind of teaching is not 
in the Bible, for Paul said, “I know 
whom I have believed, and am _per- 
suaded that he is able to keep that 
which I have committed unto him 
against that day” (2 Tim. 1:12). Again, 
“If any man be in Christ, he is a new 
creature; old things are passed away; 
behold, all things are become new.” (2 
Cor. 5:17). How marvelous to know 
that Christ can change this unregenerate 
heart of ours, and make it whiter than 
snow through faith in His atoning blood. 

Too many people are seeking peace 
in the pleasure-haunts of sin, and are 
leaving them in the wee hours of the 
morning with nothing but an empty 
and unsatisfied heart. Little do they 
realize that what they need is “Christ 
within, the hope of glory.” For He is 
the only One that can satisfy the deep 
longing of the human heart. 

Every Sunday afternoon for one 
hour we go into the Napa jail, where 
we are privileged to sing and testify of 
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Christ’s redeeming love. Most of the 
men are in because of drunkenness. 

One of the most appalling curses in 
America today, is drink. And the most 
nauseating thing of all is that mothers 
are becoming addicted to drink. An 
eminent statesman has summed up the 
liquor traffic as follows: “It is the sum 
of all villainies, the father of all crime, 
the mother of all abominations, the curse 
of all curses, the devil’s best friend, and 
God’s worst enemy.” And, “Whatsoever 
a nation soweth, that shall it also reap.” 

What we Christians need to do is, 
by the grace and help of Christ, do 
all we can to rescue these sin-bound 
souls from the clutches of Satan, and 
point them to the Lamb of God which 
taketh away the sin of the world. ‘This 
can only be done by earnestly praying 
that Christ will give us a fresh revela- 
tion of Calvary’s love and the awful 
agony He suffered to redeem us from 
sin.

A higher standard for the ministry 
was recommended and passed and a 
three year reading course must be taken 
before ordination. 

There were about 36 in attendance 
from Northern California and a high- 
light of the fellowship was a joint ban- 
quet with the Southern California 
group; the Arizona brethren joining us. 
We feel it was to our mutual good and 
for the betterment of the work of God 
that we California ministers become bet- 
ter acquainted and stand united in meet- 
ing the challenge of Satan against the 
Church of Jesus Christ in these days 
of war and lowering morals, drunken-

A Letter from a C. A. in the Service 
“Somewhere in the Southern Pacific” July 29, 1943. 


Dear Sacramento C. A.’s: 

Greetings from the South Pacific Is- 
fands. Though it’s been a long time 
since I have seen any of you, I haven't 
forgotten you by any means. Little did 
I think a year ago that I would be walk- 
ing on some of the same islands I have 
heard missionaries speak of there in 
Sacramento, or that I would have the 
pleasure of seeing the results of their 
work; but as the saying goes——“heah 
ah is.” 

The island I am now on is familiar 
to all of you. I wish I could but speak 
its name, but, of course, the censor 
would not agree to that—hence I am on 
Censored Island. However I can say 
it’s but a few minutes flying time to the 
present battlefield down here, and not 
too far from the enemy to prevent them 
from keeping us awake at nights; but 
enough of that, I must describe this place 
for you. 

The island itself is quite large, and 
on it live many dark-skinned natives, 
most of them real friendly and most wil- 
ling to do anything that they can to help 
“American Marine,’ as they say it. 

When the Japanese were occupying 
this island, all the natives fled to the 
mountains and were not very much in a 
hurry to come down even when we 
landed until someone gave a native a 
pair of shoes. Talk about a gold rush— 
whew! We did O. K. until they began 
to bring their children down—of course 
we didn’t have any baby sizes in G. I. 
shoes. We were able to explain that 
away, but they couldn’t understand why 
we couldn’t fit a seventeen-year-old boy 
who only wore a size fourteen shoe. It 
finally came to where a native would 
accept a pair of shoes and chop out the 
entire front section. Of course wearing 
a pair of shoes with your toes sticking 
out in the fresh air isn’t exactly what 
you would call fashion for the men, but 
with the ladies it was quite a different 


——_— 
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matter. It might have been that they 
saw some of our shoe advertisements in 
American magazines. Could be!! 

But, of course, the real surprise came 
when I chanced to hear one of our 
natives singing “Rock of Ages, Cleft For 
Me.” I asked him where he had heard 
that. He told me “at the church school,” 
and asked me if I would like to go. I 
told him I would; so the next evening I 
attended the church school. They sang 
songs, and what harmony!! It was the 
most beautiful singing I have ever heard. 
They don’t miss a part. But the best to 
the last—to hear one of them pray is a 
real treat. Imagine if you can a large 
native tattooed from head to foot praying 
with his face turned to heaven, for God’s 
blessing on the American Marines, Ar- 
my, and Navy, and that the war will end 
speedily, his prayer ending with a peti- 
tion that the Lord will save the rest of 
his people that are still in heathenism. 

They have been taught to pray for 
everything. They believe in putting legs 
to their prayers; it is not at all uncom- 
mon to have a native tell you he prayed 
for a blanket last night, and he is quite 
sure that because you may have two that 
it is God’s will for you to give him one. 
Quite a way to have your prayers an- 
swered, but they do have a simple faith 
in God. 

I do wish I could conduct you all on 
a tour of this island, but I will tell you 


all about it when I come home. What 
a day that will be! 

I do wish to be remembered in your 
prayers. I think about all of you often, 
and pray that the Lord will hasten the 
day that we will all be reunited again. 
Trusting this finds you progressing in 
the work of the Lord.

Is Your Opening Sunday School 
Service An Eye-Opener? 
By Maurice H. Luce, Pastor 
Auburn, Calif. 

It is of the utmost importance to rec- 
ognize the value of what can be accom- 
plished in the opening of any gospel 
service, especially the Sunday School 
service. Too often there is a feeling of 
hesitancy on the part of the leader in 
approaching the opening part of the 
service. Many have described the difh- 
culty they have experienced in their en- 
deavor to bring about the desired spirit- 
ual warmth so necessary to a successful 
devotional period. The result has been 
in many instances that the opening serv- 
ice has been turned over to just anybody 
in the hope that everything will turn out 
all right. 

It is therefore important that both the 
Sunday School leader and the Sunday 
School see the practical possibilities of 
a warm, spiritual, devotional opening 
service to give the right start and to 
carry the entire service through to a 
successful spiritual conclusion. 

Let us consider some of the common 
reasons why an opening service can be 
successful and what to do about it. 
Time— 

The service should begin on time. A 
late start takes away time that should 
be used in worship and fellowship. 
Again, plenty of time spent in devotions 
will bring the blessing of God upon 
those present even if only a few persons 
are there. God desires worship and fel- 
lowship, and His people simply must 
take time for them. The Sunday School 
superintendent, teachers, and pianist 
must see their responsibility first. Their 
presence at the opening of Sunday 
School will not only bring the blessing 
of the Lord upon them, but will also 
set an example for boys and girls and 
grownups who may have become care- 
less. We are stewards in God’s work, 
and we are taught that “it is required in 
stewards, that a man be found faithful.” 


C1 Cor. 4:2). 


It would be far more pleasing to God 
to open the service a little earlier, and 
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California 


have more time for worship, than to 
start late and have little or no time. Ordi- 
narily 15 or 20 minutes should be the 
maximum time necessary. 


Worship— 
“God is a Spirit, and they that wor- 


ship Him must must worship Him in 
spirit and truth.” (John 4:24). These 
words of Jesus settle for us.as to how we 
must worship. Often the service is 
marred by playfulness or lightness on 
the part of either the leader or the 
Sunday School, but when Christ is held 
up as one to Whom our attention must 
be drawn, levity and fun will soon dis- 
appear, and all will worship Him, and 
rejoice in the God of our salvation. In 
prayer we are occupied by presenting 
our needs. In giving of thanks we are 
occupied by expressing our gratitude. 
But when we worship in spirit, we are 
entirely occupied with Christ Himself. 
We express our love and devotion to 
Him in a personal heart-to-heart man- 
ner. 


The Psalmist expresses himself by 
exclaiming thus: “O magnify the Lord 
with me, and let us exalt his name to- 
gether,” (Psalm 34:3). ‘The time spent 
in the opening service in worship is 
well spent, but it need not be lengthened 
to the point of taking away time to be 


used in the study of God’s word. 


Fellowship— 

Someone once described this word as 
meaning, “fellows in a ship.” The 
thought is that all are in the same boat, 
or going along together with the same 
purpose in mind. How noticeable it is 
that light doth not have fellowship with 
darkness, nor believers with unbelievers. 
The little things that might hinder our 
fellowship with Christ will certainly 
hinder the fellowship we have with each 
other. With fellowship being essential 
in the Sunday School as well as the 
church, the only thing to do is to re- 
pent, confess, and consecrate until fel- 
lowship with Him is firmly established; 
then fellowship with one another will 
be a joyous result.

Here is another game for your Bible 
Game Book. We call this game, “Jeri- 
cho.” : | 

Jericho, you will remember, was the 
walled city that Israelites took by march- 


ing around it seven days; then shouted ~ 


and down came the walls. 

We will play this game out of doors, 
and the more players we have the better. 

Choose sides first. One side must 
represent the Israelites and the other 
side, Jericho. The Jericho side must 
choose two of their members to repre- 
sent the people of Jericho; the rest of 
them must make up the walls of the 
city. The walls are formed by the boys 
and girls taking hold of hands in a cir- 
cle (facing outward). Inside the circle 
are the two representing the peope. 

The side representing the Israelites 
choose secretly (among themselves)

For 
instarice it might be “the gathering of 
manna,” or “the crossing of the Red 
Sea,” or “the building of the Tabernacle” 
ot “the giving of the law,” etc. When 
they have decided on the “incident,” 
they come to march around the wall. 

They march two by two around the 
Jericho circle; and they aren’t supposed 
to say a word during their marching. 

Those making up the wall try to 


guess what they are thinking; what secret . 


incident they have chosen. 

As soon as the secret is guessed, the 
marching Israelites shout, “Jericho!” The 
walls must drop to their knees and 
loosen their hands while the Israelites 
dash through, to capture the people. 

The two in the center of the circle 
make a run for a certain spot about fif- 


teen steps or so away, designated before 


hand as the “safety zone.” If they make 


it to the zone before being tagged by ~ 


the Israelites they remain with their 
side; otherwise they must join the ranks 
of the opposing side. 

The second round of the game, the 
sides change positions, the third round 
change again, ete. ; 

The object is to see which side comes 
out with the most members at the end 


of the play period.

thus fostering ease of communication 
and transportation. Modern inventions 
and conveniences all lend themselves to 
the use of the missionary for his greater 
convenience and effectiveness in the 
work of the Lord. The world, as in 
Paul’s day, is being made safer for 
travel into remote places. In Paul’s day 
it was the Roman Empire that built 
highways and policed them. In our day 
we are seeing a repetition of this in 
priniciple if not in exact detail? English- 
speaking people are contacting the hea- 
then in remote regions, learning some- 
thing of their customs, and in some 
cases, their languages. American for- 
eign language schools are experiencing 
a great enrollment of men and women 
who are learning the languages of far- 
off peoples including Chinese, Japan- 
ese, and Spanish in particular. This in- 
cludes some of our Assembly of God 
missionaries, who, while waiting for the 
doors to open, are preparing here and 
now to speak the language of the peo- 
ple when they arrive on the field. It 
is our hope that the Lord shall call some 
of our fine Christian service men and 
women back to some of the fields as 
missionaries when the war is over. ‘They 
are now in foreign climes in the serv- 
ice of their country; may God call them 
to labor for the salvation of these far- 
off peoples when the opportunity be- 
comes theirs. 


And what shall be said of our oppor- 
tunities? At home there is the peren- 
nial need of evangelism. Lost men, wo- 
men, and children need to be saved. 
There is a tremendous home missionary 
challenge before us at the present time— 
the uprooted 2,000,000 agricultural mi- 
grant workers. T’o these have been added 
5,000,000 industrial workers who have 
moved to centers of industry. Many are 
living in government housing projects, 
some in trailer cities, some in shanties, 
shacks, and tents. 

Looking abroad after the war there 
are several fields which give promise of 
special opportunity. Even Russia gives 
promise of once more being open to the 
work of the gospel. It is a fact that 
there is an easing attitude toward re- 
ligion in Russia. The Archbishop of 
York recently made a visit to Russia 
at the invitation of the Russian Orthodox 


Church It is said that the metropoli- 
tan of the Russian Orthodox Church 
was recently installed by order of Pre- 
mier Stalin himself. In view of this 
changing attitude, Dr. James Henry 
Rushbrooke, President of the Baptist 
World Alliance of London was con- 
strained to state recently, “Perhaps the 
next meeting of the Alliance may actu- 
ally be held in Moscow.” Who can tell? 
And if so, what a field in which to labor 
for the Master. 


Japan will once again be open for gos- 
pel work. There is no doubt that Japan 
will again have commerce, trade, and 
social intercourse with the rest of the 
world. And right here let me interject 
an encouraging word concerning the 
future of the gospel in countries where 
for a time the gospel has been suppressed. 
Francis Xavier spent about two and 
one-half years in Japan during the six- 
teenth century. During that time many 
were converted to the Lord Jesus Christ 
and many churches were founded and 
the work went forward and prospered. 
But toward the close of the century 
there was a change of rulers and mis- 
sionaries were prohibited from coming 
to Japan. The decree read “So long as 
the sun shall warm the earth, let no 
Christian be so bold as to come to Ja- 
pan, and let all know that the king 
of Spain himself, or the Christian’s 
God, or the great God of all, if he vio- 
lates this command, shall pay forfeit 
with his head.” Bitter persecutions be- 
gan. It is stated that 30,000 Christians 
were buried in one grave. With foreign 
relations severed and all foreigners for- 
bidden to enter, it was supposed that 
Christianity had been totally uprooted 
in Japan. However, 250 years later, 
when Commodore Perry began nego- 
tiations which resulted in opening the 
door of Japan, a group of Christians 
was discovered who had maintained 
their faith for two centuries. 

Europe will present a tremendous 
field for service after the war. One who 
has lived in Europe all her life stated 
that there are 580,000,000 people in 
Europe who, have never heard the real 
gospel as we in our Assembly of God 
fellowship understand that term. 

At the portals of China stand Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-Shek and his fa- 
mous and devout wife. Both are firm 
believers in Christianity; both are Chris- 
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tians and members of the church. These 
two splendid souls will doubtless en- 
courage and aid missionary work among 
their people. The Missimo and the New 
Life Movement among the women of 
China which she inaugaurated and in 
which she is greatly interested is an 
indication and an illustration of the 
ageressive awakening that is already 
on foot in that great and coming coun- 
try. 

India, whose name will ever be as- 
sociated with the consecrated work of 
William Carey, is a land of challenge 


to future missionary work. 


Burma, with which is associated the 
name of Adoniram Judson will once 
again know the infiltration of the mis- 
sionary of the cross. Who can read 
such a book as “Retreat With Stillwell,” 
by Jack Belden, Time correspondent, 
or “Burma Surgeon,” by Dr. Seagrave, 
without being impressed by the high 
degree of intelligence of the young 
women of this fabled land, and the fer- 
tile field it offers for future missionary 
effort. 


To the United States the whole world 
will look for help at the close of the 
war. In man-power, wealth and mater- 
ials we stand preeminent among the na- 
tions of the world. But ours must be 
the task not only to help the post-war 
world in a material way, but of making 
a definite spiritual contribution to a 
sin-sick and war-weary world, through 
the ministry of Spirit-filled consecra- 
ted men and women. One of our great 
evangelical leaders recently stated: “The 
post-war period will be the crucial and 
opportune time for the spreading of 
the gospel, not only to America, but 
to all the world. Upon America will 
fall the largest share of this responsi- 
bility. She will require a host of workers 
trained and ready to go.” 

In conclusion let us have a look at 
some encouraging portents of the shape 
of things to come. There is a definite 
increased interest in personal Christian- 
ity especially among service men. A 
spirit of revival is reported in many 
places. ‘The writer recently heard a well- 
known Chicago minister state, “I be- 
lieve the revival we have been praying 
for is here right now. Maybe it is 
not as spectacular as we had expected 
but I have not known of so many souls 
being saved for many years.” A great 
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southern evangelist recently stated in 
our hearing, “I have not known a time 
for a long while when so many 
souls were being converted as they are 
now in my meetings.” Another encour- 
aging portent is seen in the increased 
circulation of religious publications, the 
greatest in the history of the world. 
This includes the Bible. There is an 
awakened concern among the true fol- 
lowers of the Lord Jesus Christ for 
the lost. The outpouring of the Holy 
Spirit upon thousands of men and wo- 
men has resulted in empowerment for 
service. Our Assembly of God move- 
ment with its great host of young peo- 
ple, with its young, strong, on-fire 
preachers, with its splendid Bible 
Schools, its missionary vision of world 
missions, its consecrated people and their 
gifts, who knows but that we are come 
to the kingdom for such a time as this? 

It is said that the Duke of Wellington 
once ordered an officer to perform a 
difficult task. The general replied, “My 
lord, I will do the work, but first give 
me a grasp of your conquering hand.” 
The opportunity is before us; the task 
is great; may we reach up to God for 
strength and feel the grasp of His 


conquering hand.

Permanent Slavery 

Oswald G. Villard in Christian Cen- 
tury says if anyone has any doubts that 
we are being steadily carried along the 
road to a totalitarian government and 
a totalitarian way of life, let him regard 
the bills now pending in Congress call- 
ing for permanent military training and 
for the conscription of women and of 
all labor. 

From the viewpoint of the Pre-mil- 
lennialist, it is of interest to note that 
men who are behind these universal 
conscription measures show their belief 
that the coming world is going to be 
the old world of wars and international 
rivalries and strife by calling for a stand- 
ing army of 2,000,000 men, and they 
are of course for maintaining the five- 
ocean fleet which Secretary Knox has 
just told us will be ready for service 
in 1945, two years earlier than expected. 
Where is their faith that we shall win 
a victory at the peace table? 

This Austin-Wadsworth bill to con- 
script men and women for labor is one 
which will chain each man and woman 
to a particular job, even under a pri- 
vate employer, with fine or imprison- 
ment as the legal penalty for leaving it. 
“Free world,” they call it. Prophecy 
8-43. (The above is food for thought.)

the same thing is true of every other 
portion of the inspired Word. But there 
are some portions that are more impor- 
tant than are others. John, for instance, 
is more important than Jonah, and Ephe- 
sians is more important than Ecclesias- 
tes. In these last days when much that 
is recorded prophetically in Daniel is 
about to take place historically we should 
regard this book as among the most im- 
portant in the whole Bible. 

IV. It Should Be Studied In Connection 


With Revelation, The Last Book of 
the Bible. 


Each of these books sheds light upon 
the other. It is doubtless true that John, 
the author of Revelation, had been a 
devout student of Daniel, and we are 
sure that God let him see in his vision 
much of what Daniel had seen in his. 
There are places in Revelation where the 
inspired author makes use of almost the 
same language made use of by Daniel in 
his day. Each of these books is an apo- 
kalupsis, or, unveiling, for that is the 
literal meaning of the Greek word, and 
it is so rendered in the Con. Ver. A 
knowledge of each of these books is 
essential to a knowledge of the other. 
Vv. It Contains The Most Important Proph- 

ecy From a Dispensational Standpoint 


To Be Found in the Old Testament 
Scriptures. 


I refer to the well known Prophecy of 
the Seventy Weeks found in the ninth 
chapter. Note the fact that I have not 
said that this is the most important 
prophecy to befound in the Old Testa- 
ment; I have said rather that it is the 
most important from a dispensational 
standpoint. And no person can rightly 
interpret, or, properly understand the 
Bible, unless he possesses a knowledge 
of dispensational truth. Multitudes of 
interpreters go astray right here. They 
have no correct knowledge of dispensa- 
tional truth, or their knowledge is of a 
wrong or defective character. Those who 
would gain a proper knowledge of this 
truth should study carefully this. im- 
portant prophecy in Daniel, and com- 
pare it with the most important prophecy 
from a dispensational standpoint in the 
New Testament Scriptures which is 
found in Acts 15:13-18. 


VI. Its Fulfilled Prophecies Have Been Ful- 
filled in Every Minute Particular, and 
Therefore We Can Well Believe That 
Those Prophetical Utterances Con- 
tained in it That Have Not Yet Been 
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Fulfilled Will Have as Perfect and 
Minute a Fulfillment as Have Those 
Prophetical Portions That Are Now 
History. 


The study of fulfilled prophecy is as 
important as is the study of unfulfilled 
prophecy. No earnest and unprejudiced 
student of fulfilled prophecy can pos- 
sibly be an unbeliever. Our Lord said 
to His disciples just before He went to 
the cross, “And now I have told you 
before it come to pass, that, when it is 
come to pass, ye might believe’ (John 
14:29). Let any honest unbeliever, 
without giving any particular attention 
to any of the other prophecies that have 
been fulfilled, carefully study our Lord’s 
prophecy of the coming destruction of 
Jerusalem (Matt. 24:1, 2; Luke 19:41- 
44) and compare it with the account of 
the coming destruction of Jerusalem 
(Matt. 24:1, 2; Luke 19:41-44) and 
compare it with the account of that 
destruction as recorded by Josephus, and 
he will see that the prophecy was ful: 
filled in detail. Josephus was a Jew; he 
wrote as an eye witness, for he was there 
at the time the city was taken by Titus; 
he had been a Jewish general and at first 
had stoutly resisted the Romans; being 
taken prisoner he was held in bonds 
until Titus succeeded Vespasian as com- 
mander of the Roman army that was ar- 
rayed against the revolting Jews; he ac- 
companied ‘Titus after the destruction 
of Jerusalem back to Rome, and it was 
there.that he wrote his Annals that have 
made him famous as an historian. It is 
said that Titus read the account Jose- 


phus had written, and that he was 


pleased with it and set his stamp of ap- 
proval upon it as a correct account of 
the war that resulted in the overthrow 
of Jerusalem. At the time our Lord ut- 
tered His notable prophecy concerning 
the fall of the city, there was no evidence 
of the gathering storm that resulted in 
the great tragedy. Unless our Lord had 
possessed a foreknowledge of the coming 
events He could not possibly have fore- 
told the calamity. The fulfillment of 
His prophecy concerning this one very 
important event demonstrates beyond 
the shadow of a doubt the fact that 
revelations concerning the future have 
been made, and truthfully made, and 
that therefore fulfilled prophecy is a 
proof of the truth of the Bible. Since the 
prophecies in Daniel that have been ful- 
filled have been fulfilled in minute de- 


tail, we can be sure that the prophecies 
that have not yet been fulfilled will have 
as perfect and minute a fulfillment as 
have those that have been fulfilled. 
What, therefore, has been the subject of 
prophecy in this notable book, if it has 
not yet taken place, will take place on 
schedule time and in harmony with the 
divine purpose. 

VII. It Tends to Inspire a Spirit of Optim- 


ism in the Heart of the Devout 
Believer. 


In these catastrophic days in which 
we live such a spirit of optimism is very 
greatly needed. ‘There is a tendency if 
we look around us to become gloomy, 
discouraged, downhearted. Our Lord 
said, “When ye see these things begin 
to come to pass, then look up, and lift 
up your heads, for your redemption 
draweth nigh.” Instead of being down- 
cast by the conditions that exist in a 
world that is lying in the lap of the. 
Wicked One, we should rejoice in the 
prospect of a speedy deliverance and in 
the glory that is going to flood the earth 
when the church age and the dispensa- 
tion of judgment that is to follow the 
church age, shall have come to a close. 
Read Romans 8:21-25. “This is only one 
of the passages in the New Testament 
corresponding with, and corroborating 
the notable prophetic utterances of Dan- 
iel concerning the ultimate setting up 
of that kingdom which is to displace 
Gentile world dominion and fill the 
whole earth. Instead then of being con- 
tinuously taken up with the things that 
tend to discourage hearts and make 
minds gloomy and despondent, let us 
get the noble prophecies of Daniel con- 
cerning the ultimate triumph of right- 
eousness in this world fixed in our minds 
and in our hearts as well; and we shall 
be peaceful in the midst of turmoil, and 
hopeful in the midst of gloom, and 
triumphant in the midst of defeat.
